} ~ Missing Money 


‘eS Regarding the care taken of prison- 


ers belongings, witness sald that when 
it was called to his attention that some 
money had™been missed, he made in- 
quiries and he found that two or three 
sergeants had access to the locker 
where the belongings were kept 
‘Yherefore, he could not hold anyone 
responsible, He then made a change, 
and Inspector Wright alone had the 
combination of the safe. 

Subsequently another sum of money 
disappeared— You refer to the 3540. 

Yes. That was in December, 1913. 

Witness said that three clubs were 
ruided, the proprietors of which were 
charged with keeping common gaming 
houses. It was necessary to divide 
the men into three forces. When wit- 
ness got through with the raid which 
he was conducting, he detailed Captain 
Simpson to superintend the searching | 
of the prisoners. When the prisoners 
and paraphernalia had been secured, 
witness went to a fire and about 2 
o'clock in the morning he went home. 
lle did not know about the money be- 
ing missed till the afternoon of the 
fame day, which was Sunday, Witness 
held an investigation that night and 
there was evidence to show that the 
money had been taken from a prisoner. 
It was not cleared up where it went to. 
When the men were being searched, 


Magistrate Massie came down = and 
ordered all the prisoners up stairs. 
That disorganized the search some- 


what. 
Special Instructions 


A special order in regard to the care 
of money and other property taken 
from prisoners was issued March 1, 
1918. Inspector Wright was responsi- 
ble for the custody of the property 
when turned over to him by the ser- 
Keant In charge. ' 

Who was sergeant In charge? I un- 
derstand a constable named Tait made 
the search and Sergeant Fraser was 
present. Other constables were pres- 
ent also, 

Did the money ever come 
Wright's possession? No. 

Did you find anything to make you 
believe that the money went to any 
particular source? After a thorough 
search I came to a conclusion that the 
money was lost. It was possible that 
someone from the outside might have 
taken ft from the counter where It was 
sald to have been placed. I think It 
was improbable that it had been taken 
by an outsider. 

“T attribute the loss of the money 
owing to the disorganization caused by 
the prisoners being bailed out at that 
time in the morning.” 

In regard to the statement by In- 
spector Burbeck that “there was not 
much investigation,” witness sald he 
made a full Jnvestigation and he was 
reasonably sure that none of the mer 
had taken it. 


Asked for Inquiry. 


Did you request an investigation? I 
did, 1 wrote asking for a judicial in- 
quiry after statements had been made! 
{n the council which reflected cn me 
and on the department. In reply I got 
a letter asking what statements I ob- 
jected to. 

Witness sald that the statements ob- 
jected to were made by the mayor to 
the effect that the town was “wide 
open" and the police force rotten; and 
by Alderman Clarke that there were 
men on the force blackmailing pimps 
and prostitutes. He wrote that he em- 
phatically dented the allegations, which 
were damaging to his character as an 
officer and as a citizen, 

Was any Investigation held? No It 
was not. 


into 


Money Refunded. 
Witness undertook to give his own 
checks to cover the loss, He was af- 


terwards told by Campbell and Bur- 
beck of a plan by which the money 
could be obtained without anybody be- 
ing hurt. They said they were pre- 
pared to sign over the dues then ow- 
ing to them as moteties of fines. He 
approved of the plan and gave instruc- 
tions to the accountant. The money 
was repaid in that way. Witness con- 
tributed $20.60 as his share of the 
loss. Subsequently the amount was 
reduced to $13.60 on account of fees 
which were deducted. 

“Was the town wide open?” “When 
I left the city on February 2 I did not 
know of one house of prostitution and 
there was not a gambling house, apart 
from the clubs which I raided. In- 
spectors Campbell and Burbeck made 
the same statements,” 

Witness: 1 had evidence that those 
gambling houses were intended to be 
used as gambling houses in the char- 
ters which they obtained from the pro- 
vincial government. They had tables 
and there was a “rake-off"’ for the 
house, 

Lack of Loyalty, 

In regard to the escape of prisoners 
he said he noticed quite a change in 
the conduct of the men after the elec- 
tion, “It was openly stated that my 
head would fall and men in the de- 
partment were trying to make them- 
selves strong with the powers that 
were. I was out every night to see 
that the men would do their duty. 1 
had reason to believe that certain men 
were not loyal to me. 

Witness sald he was surprised that 
Lancey was appointed to succeed him 
because of the fact that some of the 


aldermen had previously expressed 
their opposition to Lancey. 
Alderman Clarke asked that some 


further explanation should be given of 
the position of the aldermen and the 
council in regard to the police force 
and this was the place to give it. 


“Wanted 8uch Houses.” 


“1 will be more explicit,” said Chief 
Carpenter, In regard to the reterences 
to aldermen. . 

“Shortly after I was appointed Mr. 
Clarke came to my office and sald: 
Mr. Carpenter, you come from the east 
and you must remember that condi-

“T should say in justice to Alderman 
Clarke that some time afterwards I 
met him on the atreet and he com:

Wright's Dismissal.

Wright: At that time I was not on 
the force.

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MR. BORDEN 
COMING WEST. + 

Western Canada, according to a semi-official announce- 
meni from Ottawa, is to be honored by a visit from Premier 
Borden sometime during the summer. The date, it is said, 
has not been definitely fixed, but August is mentioned as the 
most probable time for the tour. The West will, no doubt, be 
pleased to see Mr. Borden and will give him the reception 
which is due to one holding his high position, but the West 
does not now attach any political importance to a visit by Mr. 
Borden. It has been too clearly demonstrated that the agricul- 
turalists of Canada, and especially the Western agriculturalists, 
have nothing to hope from his government, for them to look 
forward to his visit with anything but apathy. 

Things are vastly changed since Mr. Borden last toured 
the West. Then he was a candidate for the suffrages of the 
people, and the future lay before him to make or mar as he 
chose. Liberals and Conservatives alike hailed him as a man 
of unblemished political life, who sincerely desired the good 
of the whole people, and could be counted upon to counteract 
and correct to the best of his ability the baser elements in his 
party. His promises to the farmers—and they were most ex- 
plicit—were accepted as pledges that if he were returned to 
power he would make their interests his peculiar care, and 
would see to it that they were relieved of burdens, which are 
beginning to be felt throughout the West as a serious handicap 
to the success of agriculture. 

Mr. Borden has not fulfilled a single one of the promises 
which he made at that time. On the contrary he has placed 
himself unreservedly in the hands of the interests most hos- 
tile to the demands of the farmers. The trifling reduction 
on agricultural implements, made during the session that has 
just closed, not only brought no relief to the Western farmer, 
but it was an insult to his intelligence, and Mr. Borden, if he 
does not alter his plans for a Western tour, will find that it has 
been taken as such. Party lines are not drawn in the West as 
they are in the East. There is in the prairie provinces a large 
and growing mass of people who do not care whether a gov- 
ernment is Liberal or Conservative in name so long as it plays 
fair, and who are not to be cajoled by the cheap political tricks 
which have generally been found effective in the East. The 
Westerner knows what he was promised and what he re- 
ceived, and he can’t be convinced that he has received a full 
loaf when he has the evidence of his senses to show him that 
it was the merest crumb. The Western delegations which 
went to Ottawa this year asked for something substantial, 
they were sent away with empty hands and they had the cha- 
grin of seeing the opponents of their claims received with open 
arms while they themselves got the coldest of hearings. No 
doubt was left in their minds and there is no doubt in the 
minds of the whole body of Western ayriculturalists, that the 
Borden government is 2 manufacturers government and that 
where the manufacturing interests come into conflict with 
those of the farming community the latter will on every occas- 
ion be turned down, 

We agree’with the Toronto Globe in saying that Mr. 
Borden cannot look forward to a Western trip with pleas- 
urable anticipation. He has too much to explain that will not 
adinit of explanation. He-may hope by smooth talk to pla- 
cate the adherents of his own party, but we fear that party 
fidelity will not to any great extent stand proof against the 
broken pledges of the past and the declared policy of favoritism 
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ANOTHER WAR ON 
THE HORIZON, 

One of the direct results of the breaking up of the Balkan 
league and the following fight between Bulgaria on one side 
and Greece and Servia on the other, is the present tension be- 
iween Greece and Turkey, almost a state of war. If the league 
had been continued, and had the so-called Christian states of 
the peninsula refrained from using up their strength in fighting 
one another they would have stood together as a solid front, 
discouraging any attempt on the part of Turkey to get back 
its lost territories or to seek revenge on the Balkan people 
within their borders. 

After the league went to pieces it was a foregone con- 
clusion that sooner or later Turkey would attempt to regain 
what it had lost. Its first effort was the recapture of Adrian- 
ople. Its latest has been the provoking of hostilitles with 
Greece, which it at present considers its most hated enemy, 
and from which it hopes to wrest its lost Aegean islands and 
its Macedonian territory, including Salonika. The Turks have 
been preparing for such a war for months. German officers 
are again drilling their troops and recently the porte bought 
from Argentina a modern cruiser with the avowed purpose 
of overshadowing the Hellenic navy. As Turkey has gained 
confidence its treatment of the Greeks within its territories has 
become more and more harsh and its complaints about the 
treatment of Ottomans in the Greek possessions have growa 
correspondingly loud. 


It is not likely that Greece has for a moment been de-! 
ceived as to the true condition of affairs, or that it has con-| 


strued the temporary quiet as anything more than a lull be- 
tween storms. On the contrary, the government at Athens 
has been straining every nerve to get ready for the coming 
fray and the recent negotiations for the purchase of two Am- 
erican war vessels was only one incident in its expansive 
military program, That program has been so heavy from a 
monetary standpoint that only the direst necessity could 
justify it. 

Actual war may come at any moment—if, indeed, it does 
not already exist—unless strong external influence peremp- 
forily stops it. The element of greatest uncertainty in this 
direction outside the remote possibility of action by the pow-

Railway and Shipping News 


Two ballast trains are now working 
on the Strathcona-Camrose short line 
of the Canadian Northern railway, on 
which only a few miles still remain to 
be put Into shape for first class pas- 
senger traffic. This is one of the lines 
which will probably get passenger and 
freight service when the summer and 
fall schedule comes Inte effect, likely 
July 6. Improvements are alse be- 
ing made on the Athabasca branch, 
which is to get a faster service than 
that now given, and also on the main 
line west, on which steel js lald right 
to the Rocky Mountains, 

When the new C.N.H. time table is 
Inaugurated ,that road will have trains 
running east, west, north and south to 
and from Edmonton, At present It 
runs practically only two ways, as the 
Stony Plain line 1s but a stub running 
to a point about 20 miles west of the 
city and paralleling the G.T.P. main 
line. The Canadian Northern main line, 
which will soon provide Edmonton with 
direct connections with Vancouver, 
New Westminster and adjacent points, 
leaves the Athabasca branch at St. Al- 
bert and runs northwesterly for about 
40 miles, skirting several superb lake 
summer resorts, after which It parallels 
the G.T.P, to the western boundary of 
the province, passing through Jasper 
park and the Yellowhead. 

Should trains be operated on the 
Peace River branch, which runs north- 
westerly from the matn line, the Cana- 
dian Northern will be operating six 
different Ines out of the city, includ- 
ing the Stony Plain stub. At any rate, 
they will run four ways, not counting 
Stony Plain The G.T.P.) now runs 
three ways and the Canadian Pacific 
two.

AS MISSIONAR 


Bangor, Me., June 18—The parish of 
Rey. Alexander FP. McDonald, Mgine’s 
seacoast missionary, is composed al- 
most entirely of islands—about a 
thousand In number—scattered from 
Pussumaquody bay to Kittery Point, 
and lying for the most part far off 
shore out of the path of steamers, 

On these islands, many of which 
are mere’ rock specks in the sea, lve, 
or rather exist, about 12,000 persons, 
few of whom ever see the miainland, 
and nearly all of whom are utterly 
ignorant of what goes on in the world. 
Saillng a boat and catching fish is the 
sum total of their accomplishments. 

They live upon fish and by fishing. 
There is not enough soil upon most of 
the islands to give root to a hill of 
beans, so farming Is an art unheard 
of, The boys beg!n to fish when they 
are & or § years old and go on fishing 
until they dle, which usually fs at a 
food eld age. Many men past 70 are 
to be found among these Islands who 
are as able physically as the ordinary 
man of 60; decrepit fieherman ts a rar- 
lity. They Hve the simple life and have 
few ailments, 

A man who turns out at 4 o'clock 
in the morning, eats corn bread, fried 
fish and coffee, rows a dory 10 to 20 
miles and cleans fish for two or three 
hours when he gets home usually eats 
well and sleeps well, He is not both- 
ered by dyspepsia, he seldom gets any 
whisky, and he doesn’t ruin his eyes 
with midnight reading, Usually he 
isn't much of a reader, and In any 
event he naan much to read.
